Rhodes robs 
Calif. OHV Fund

I was missing Gone With The 
Wind on TV to meet with 


Herbert Rhodes 


and try to 


convince him that we off-road 


recreation riders deserve someplace to 
do our thing. Rhodes, a one-arm black 
dude, is Director of the State Parks & 
Recreation Dept. 

The meeting last Monday evening, 
November 8, had been set up by Kasey 
Rogers, local newspaper columnist 
and President of the International 
Women's M/C Association. Also on 
hand were Bob Rudolph, President of 
AMA; Russ Sanford of MORE: 
Fred Hoshiyama of the YMCA’s 
National Youth Program Using 
Minibikes; Dick Legue, Publisher of 
Motorcyclist; my wife Sharon; Steve 
Harris of the Orange County MORE 
chapter; and assorted interested 
observers. 

Kasey had set out coffee and 
cookies. We showed Rhodes a movie 
about how poor ghetto delinquent kids 
are being salvaged through the 
YMCA's off-road minibike program. 
In short, we proved ourselves perfect 
fools, because this man and his 
department had been robbing us blind 
for years, and everybody knew about it 
but us. 

A state audit of the Parks & Rec 
department was released that very day 
while Sanford, our only man in 
Sacramento, was on his way to the Los 
Angeles meeting. We knew something 
was wrong with the way Rhodes’ Sierra 
Club-dominated department was 
using our green sticky money; gas tax 
money and federal matching funds — 
that was what the meeting was about. 
Nobody guessed that our recreation 
funds were being systematically and 
arrogantly bilked to pay for pet 
preservationist projects. 

Like fools, we begged the 
bureaucrat to make his department 
take our money and buy us someplace 
to ride off-road bikes here in the 
jampacked Los Angeles area; and like 
fools we listened politely while he told 
us to “be cool”, be patient, not make 
any waves. Little did we dream that he 
was double-billing the U.S. Bureau of 
Outdoor Recreation for matching 
funds on our account, letting his 
people spend our money for anything 
but our benefit, dissolving the ORV 
program within his department, and 
flatly refusing to obey the law that 
requires him to give a monthly 


accounting of how our money is spent. 
His response to our pleas in this 
meeting was that there was “not - 
enough money in the ORV fund,” that 
not enough of us had bought the green 
stickies, He promised that before his 
term in office was out, he would come 
up with someplace hereabouts for us to 
ride. If we would cool it. We thanked 
him; how he must have laughed! 
Next morning I read in my daily 
newspaper about the scandal the audit 
had uncovered. We sent Cycle News’ 
ace investigative reporter to 
Sacramento to dig out the rest of the 
dirt. Rhodes, it turns out, is a failed 
politician from Palo Alto who had run 
for Senator and lost. There was some 
question about $11,000 in campaign 
funds not accounted for. His 
campaign manager, Claire Dederich, 
was appointed to head the State 
Resources Agency by Governor Jerry 
Brown, and she in turn appointed 
Rhodes to his Parks & Recreation post. 
Can California Parks & Recreation be 
purged of the Sierra Mafia? We're slow 
to wake up to the facts sometimes, but 
now our eyes are wide open. We even 
have a new slogan to scrawl on the 
walls that fence us out of our rightful 
recreation lands: “OFF RHODES!”

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Triumph presses on 


Triumph is alive and well. The 
Meriden Plant, owned and operated 
by the workers co-op is producing the 


best Triumphs in years. The new 
American Distributor, NVT America, 
Inc. in Anaheim, California is doing a 
super job. Ask any of the loyal dealers 
who have defended their brand and 
will still try and satisfy their Triumph 
customers. Why, then, has the 
motorcycle press in the last couple of 
years repeatedly stated that Triumph 
is going out of business, or that it is 
dead? 

The press would do well if they 
would check before printing. For 
example, the June, 1976 R.L. Polk 
Report shows Triumph sales sixth 
place, well ahead of some very 
respectable brands. Polk also shows 
that Triumph doubled its sales over 
the previous year when other 
motorcycle manufacturers were just 
trying to hold their own. That's 
unequaled by any other brand. 

One can only believe that the 
motorcycle press prints what it wants 
to believe. For example, why do you 
refer to British racing motorcycles as 
antiques and vintage, when they are 
no older than most of the Yamahas 
and Harley-Davidsons that race? The 
only difference I can see is that 
Triumph is still a street bike you can 
buy and convert to racing, unlike the 
Yamaha 750 twin, Harley-Davidson

got a face slapping from the press for 
winning on a vintage Triumph? 

In Triumph, I believe. It is a 
machine backed by a factory that has 
been good to me. Triumph and its 
riders need the help from the press 
that they have not been getting. So 
let’s play ball; if not, hand me the bat 
because I know where to put it.

eeding only three points 
going into the day to 
clinch the 1976 Trans- 
AMA title Suzuki's five- 
time World Champion Roger De 
Coster attacked Northern Cali- 
fornia’s Sears Point Raceway 
with a vengeance. The mile and 


one-half course was totally virgin 
terrain carved out of the rolling grassy 
hills north of San Francisco. The 
Europeans were ecstatic from the 
moment they saw the constantly 
climbing, dropping and sloping grass 
course. 

“This is a real motocross course,” 
said Great Britain's teenage sensation. 
When kidded that the track was 
alright, but needed to have a bulldozer 
come in and knock down a few of the 
hills Graham replied, “Keep your 
bloody bulldozers away. They couldn't 
make it around this track!” Noyce had 
little trouble. making it around the 
track on his Maico as he finished 
second to DeCoster in both motos. 
Top American honors went to 
Yamaha’s Bob Hannah for the second 
week in a row. Although at the start of 
each moto Hurricane Hannah was not 
a betting man’s choice on a top ten 
finish, as he languished with bad starts 
all day. Hannah charged from the 
back of the pack twice to nail down a 
solid third overall to stop a European 
rout as Gerrit Wolsink finished fourth. 


250 Support class 

The series is winding down and the 
250 Support crown still hangs in the 
balance. If racing ever gets better than 
the Sears Point 250 class then 
pacemakers will have to be issued to 
every spectator at the gate. For two 30 
minute motosas many as five riders at 
a time freight trained the undulating 
circuit bruising each other’s bodies 
and ego s in every corner, Texan Steve 
Wise on his FMF Suzuki took holeshot 
honors in both motos only to drop 
back as far as fifth in the first moto, 
come back up to third and drop back 
again. The difference first and fifth in 
the first round was less than 100 feet. 
Honda mounted Warren Reid took 
the first moto after a fierce battle with 
Wise, Chuck Sun, series points leader 
Rich Eierstedt and Can-Am’s Jimmy 
Ellis. Ellis led briefly only to do a 
stylish Motocross Cat get-off that took 
less than ten seconds from start to 
finish. In that time time he dropped 
from first to fifth. The racing was 
close! 

In the second moto Wise again led 
the pack for half the race only to 
succumb to Ellis’ relentless full bore 
charges down the “Big” hill. With Ellis 
and Wise securely holding the front 
two spots the attention shifted to 
Warren Reid. For the young 
California rider to win he had to get 
up to third place, but he was back in 
sixth. As luck and skill would have it 
Eierstedt got a flat tire, Reid worked 
his way past Jeff Jennings, Marty 
Moates and with a lap to go he stuffed 
it under a slightly out of shape Danny 
LaPorte to take the win with a 1-3 
score over Captain Cobalt's 4-1 and 
Steven Wise’s 5-2. 


International Motocross on 
a Natural track 

Forty of them sat behind the 
starting gate listening to the staccato 
of two-stroke engines and four-stroke 
throated Larry Huffman on the 
loudspeaker. Gassin’ Gaylor Mosier 
dropped the Hammer first and took 
the lead with the snarling pack right 
on his heels. Gary Semics spun out 
in the second corner and re-started in 
last place Hannah and Adolf Weil 








both found themselves laying in, the 

































sandy loam on the early laps. Mosier 
was under pressure from a covey of 
riders including Graham Noyce, 
Jimmy Weinert, and Roger DeCoster, 
For DeCoster and his buttery smooth 
style this moto was going to be a cake 
walk for at least 35 minutes. Roger 
started to pull away and held the edge 
until with five minutes to go Noyce, 
pressured by a surprising Bob Hannah 
started to close the gap. At the finish it 
was DeCoster leading by a slim five 
seconds over the Noyce/Hannah 
sandwich. Maintaining a good place 
and staying within striking distance 
was Gerrit Wolsink and Brad Lackey.

World Championship 


Reputations, factory contracts won and 
destroyed at the Richmond International 
World Championship Mini-Bike Grand Prix

RICHMOND, CA. NOV.19 
t was the racing event 
everyone had prepared 
for all season. The 
Nationals and Trans- 
AMA Series be damned, the 
International World Champion- 
ship Mini-Bike Grand Prix was 
the one event to determine the 
best of the best. Lightweights like 
DeCoster, Mikkola, Howerton and 
DiStefano knew their hollow crowns 
didn't stand a chance among the truly 
skilled daredevels of motocross and 
choose to stay at home or hide behind 
the nylon snow fencing with the 2,000 
screaming fans who filled the 
Richmond Ramblers MC clubgrounds 
to capacity. 

Reputations were shattered and 
new gods were created at the 
Ramblers’ fourth annual happening 
where, more important then the $515 
Pro Main Event purse, rider contracts 
hung in the balance for the following 
season. 

Cries of “Foul!” were rampant in the 
pits as secret works machinery was 
unveiled which made a mockery of this 
year’s 150cc displacement limit. 
Among the more exotic factory bikes 
were Miller Mano’s 100cc Yamaha YZ 
80 pumping out 20 odd horsepower in 
a 129 Ib. package with 6% inch 
leading axle front forks and 9 inches 
rear wheel travel. FMF unloaded from 
their factory 58’ Chevy pickup an XR- 
75 Honda with suspension mods and a 
fully ported CR 125 engine 
shoehorned into where the slow reving 
75cc. 4-stroke mill had one resided. 
‘Hurricane’ Bob Hannah was keeping 
secret the modifications ‘to his XR 
Honda disguised in a DG/Yamaha 
paint motiff that hardly detered 
Honda team manager Terry Mulligan 
or Suzuki mechanic Keith McCarty 
from begging its use for their 
respective classes. Company pride 
meant nothing with world titles on the 
line. 

The Richmond Ramblers course 
had been shorten since last year, but it 
quickly became evident during 
practice on the well prepared turf that

horsepower would play a key role. 
Honda’s Warren Reid quickly 
discovered that the FMF machine was 
more pipey than a truckload of RE 
250 works bikes and required all his.

Dave 
Miller roosted spectators with full lock 
powerslides on his Miller Mano! 
machine to post fastest times of the 
evening.

(The Vikings are coming)

| This question is of some interest to those of us 
who knew you before. Have you got a fat head 
since signing a factory contract with Yamaha? 
No! I could have easily, but so far I haven't done 
anything to get a big head. 
What are you going to ride next year? 
All the 125 Nationals, the Florida Series, at 500 
Nationals I'll be riding the Support class, and 
Trans-AMA in the Support class. I don’t think I'll 
be riding any 250 Nationals. I don’t think I'm ready 
for a 250 yet, and I don’t think Yamaha does either. 
I won't be riding Anaheim Stadium either because 
| they don’t think I'm ready and they don’t want me 
to get hurt. 
Did you feel that Anaheim was dangerous? 
You did win the California State High School 
Championship there. 
I didn’t think it was dangerous. I had a talk with 
Mel Callaway (Yamaha Racing Director) about 
whether I was going to race it or not. For one thing 
they don’t have a 250 ready, and I don’t like night 
races that much. Yamaha thinks it’s kind of crazy. I 
told them that the track's not crazy at all. Most of 
the riders like it better than the Superbowl. 
Do you know about the Yamaha vs Goodwin 
feud? ; 
Yes, they told me something about the lawsuits. 
Are you going to ride the Super Series next 
year? 
No, I don’t think so. AMA is not sure right now 
whether the Florida Series 125 Qualifiers are going 
to count for Trans-AMA. 


What did you do wrong this year in your career 
as aracer? 

Lots! I didn’t get to ride Florida and that kept me 
out of the Trans-AMA. I couldn’t ride because I 
wasn’t old enough to get a Pro license. I wasn't old 
enough for the West Coast qualifiers. I didn’t get to 
ride Hangtown for the same reason. I didn’t turn 16 
until less than a week before the second 125 
National. Then I concentrated on the 125 
Nationals and there weren't any more qualifiers. 
We tried to explain that to the AMA, but maybe it 
is better that I didn’t get to ride Trans-AMA. 
National points don’t count for Trans-AMA? 
Even if you’re fifth in the Nation? 

Not at all. It’s kind of hard to believe when I look at 
some of the people riding the Support class. I’ve 
seen a few names that couldn't qualify to ride a 
National. 

When did you start riding? 

A little over three years ago. I was 14 and started on 
a Kawasaki 100 at South Bay Speedway in San 
Diego. 

Who did you want to be like? 

Billy Urban, Murray Hoffman and Richard 
Pennick. I wasn’t very serious though, and I didn’t 
know very much about racing. The only reason I 
ever got into it was because my brother was riding 
the 250 class. My mom wouldn't let me race. I 
went to the races with my older brother and 
thought that maybe someday I'd get to race. 

The first time I ever raced was on a borrowed 
Yamaha 100. I didn’t have any boots or anything. I 
borrowed my friend’s boots, and they were about 
size five. I wore a seven. I borrowed his helmet. It 
was a Bell Star and it was 105 degrees out. I had a 
good time. I remember how scary it was. I almost 
missed my first race I was so nervous. 

Do you get nervous now? 

Oh yes. I get nervous whether it is a local race at 
Saddleback or a National. 

Do you start yawning at the starting line? 

Yes I do and it happens to me even if I'm not tired. 
What is the difference between a local race 
and a National? 

I think the pace is slower on the National circuit 
than it is out here in California. It is radical locally. 
Everyone has the track completely wired, and goes 
wide open. Local races aren't long enough! Except 
for Saddleback Saturday. 

What are the National tracks like? 

I liked a few and J didn’t like a few. I thought that 
the promoters didn’t prepare the track well enough 
for a National. I remember in Keysers Ridge, 
Maryland there was a really dusty section that they 


said they couldn’t get water to. But it wasn't that- 


hard to get water to if they had wanted to, 

What about San Antonio? 

I didn’t like that track very much. It was really 
muddy during practice. There was this long 
straightaway that you would fishtail all the way 
down. One time I was going down it and a kid 
stepped out, then ran back in front of me and I hit 
him with my handlebar. I thought Houston was the 
best track. 


Probably my hardest race was Midland, 
Michigan. That place had so many hoops. It was 
my second National and I was nervous. In the 
second Moto I got the holeshot and thought to 
myself I better pace myself. I ended up pacing 
myself too slow and a bunch of people passed me. 





You got to race with Hannah and Smith a lot 
this year. What have they got on you? 

They have experience, more practice, better bikes 
and they ride faster. They have it together. I’m just 
starting to get it together. Maybe in a year I can do 
something. 

Marty had a disappointing year. He is a lot better 
rider than this National season showed. The thing 
that bummed me out most of the year was having 
people say things like, “Why do they want Marty 
Smith’s autograph. He doesn’t win anymore.” or 
“Bob Hannah’s the best.” Bob is an exceptionally 
good rider, but Marty is too. You can’t step on a 
person to get yourself a little higher. A lot of people 
will cut down a person because they think that will 
get them a little farther in life. It doesn’t work that 
way. It will always come back to haunt you. I was 
sad when people were saying things like that. 

Who did you run and race with all year? 

Ron Turner and Warren Reid were pretty stiff 
competition. I was trying to go for top privateer 
title, but then Steve Wise turned into a privateer 
halfway through the season and that bummed me 
out. 

Can a privateer win? 

I don’t think so. The factories hire the best riders, 
put them on the best bikes and they do well. DG 
Performance Specialties is probably the best non- 
factory ride that there is. They helped me out 
immensely this year. If I needed anything I always 
got it. I have been riding for DG for over a year. I 
stayed with them and didn't switch. A lot of riders 
switch so often they eventually come to the point 
that there is no one else to go to. 


What do you think about the claiming rule now 
that you are on the other side of the fence? 
I don’t think it will be a factor. It will be there, but 
the price should go way up. I thought the claiming 
rule was good, because I was a privateer. I talked to 
a guy who tried to claim Marty's Honda and he lost 
his ride and everything. I don’t think it’s worth it to 
claim. It would be nice if everyone rode stock bikes 
in 1977, because Yamaha's new bikes are so good. 
I always thought that the big thing was to earn a 
factory ride. That was what kept me striving to 
train and get better. I wanted to be a factory rider. 
I think that these people are trying to go for a short- 
cut by bringing the factory rider down to their 
level, instead of building themselves up to the 
factory level. Once you're good the factory will spot 
it and you'll have a works bike. 
Can you make as much money on the National 
circuit as you can by racing locally? 
No, there is not that much money in Nationals. 
Do you think the purses are fair? 
The big names are going to win all the money, but 
the AMA has divided it down fairly well. There is 
not that much difference between a fifth, seventh 
or ninth. They pay all the way to 20th place. At 
least it is gas money. 
What if they paid to 40th place? 
If they paid to 40th people who didn’t really deserve 
the money would be getting it, and they would be 
taking it away from those who did deserve it. If you 
do really good you feel like you didn’t get enough 
money for your efforts, but if you’re lower down you 
feel like you got enough. 
I always thought they should give a $100 bonus to 
the top privateer. 
How do you look at your future? Do you think 
this is something you might want to do for a 
long time? 
I'd like to race motorcycles as long as I can do the 
job I’m assigned to do, I'd like to at least do it until 
I'm thirty. I hope to manage my money in a decent 
way so that I wouldn't have to work for the rest of 
my life. Many riders have already done this. It’s 
hard to be 16 and pay so much tax. I can’t believe I 
have to give all my money to the government. 
With your Yamaha ride who will be your 
mechanic? 
Ed Scheidler is the best mechanic there is. I haven't 
broke yet. One time I went to the races alone and I 
switched to top ends on my bike and it seized. I felt 
so stupid taking a seized bike back to Yamaha. Ed 
just laughed and said, “Now you know.” 
Are you going to college? 
I'll wait and see what happens this next two years. If 
I'm still racing successfully when I get out of high 
school I'll probably give it a pass. Maybe I'll go 
back to school. 
What would you like to be? 
I'd like to go into management and business. Right 
now I'm really anxious for next year. I think Florida 
will whip me to death, and that is good for me. 
Florida is the kick-off. My big ambitionis to be on 
the cover of Cycle News. 
Here you go. Sit on this!

The things you can find in public files, 
that Parks & Rec would rather 


you didn’t know...

Wheels within wheels, stories within stories. The details of 
California Parks & Recreation Department’s (mis)manage- 
ment of the Off-Highway Vehicle Fund are enough to push 
one investigator to the point of sensory overload. Or two 


investigators. Or three. It’s al- 
ready bigger than one little news- 
paper. It’s big enough to involve 
the legislature. Each answered 
question poses more questions in a 
widening chain reaction. It will get to 
a point at which only someone with 
clout will be able to force more 
answers. Here’s where we are — “at 
this point in time:” 

To kill something, split it 

Last week we wondered aloud what 
had happened to the people of Parks & 
Rec’s OHV section after it was 
dissolved and its responsibilities 
scattered, Today, we can trace each of 
them, find who rose, who fell. 

As of October, 1974 there was a 
Trails and Off-Road Vehicle Section, 
whose supervisor, Ron Rawlings, 
reported to Russ Porter, Chief of the 
Grants and Statewide Studies Division. 
In this group at the time were: Bruce 
Kennedy, an Economist later classed 
as a Parks & Rec Specialist; Merick 
Chaffee, a Management 
Analyst/Trainee; Charles Willard, a P 
& R Specialist; and a steno, Penny 
O'Halloran. There was a vacancy for 
an additional P & R Specialist. 

This tiny unit shared responsibility 
for motorized and non-motorized trail 
recreation at the time. What it also 
did was unify both components of 
OHV Fund management (planning 
for state projects plus management of 
matching grants to cities and counties) 
in a way that dovetailed with the 
originally-intended 50-50 breakdown 
of Parks & Rec-administered OHV 
funds. 

As of October, 1975, Rawlings’ 
Trails and ORV Unit still existed in its 
old spot,- but the undermining 
crosscurrents had already begun. 
Bruce Kennedy had leapfrogged 
Rawlings into the Director's Office 
and was now an Assistant Deputy 
Director. It was Kennedy who this year 
would write his boss a memo advising 
how the Department would “look 
bad;” and it was also Kennedy who 
signed the Department's rebuttal of 
the OHV Fund audit on behalf of 
Director Rhodes. 

Two new men, Barry Jones and 
Richard Troy, show up in the Trails 
and ORV Unit directory. Willard had 
been shunted to the Statewide Studies 
Section under Norman Hongola who 
in turn reported to Russ Porter. 
Herbert Rhodes had been in the 
Director’s saddle about a year. 

Then, in July 1976 came the big 
shuffle, justified as bringi ing the 





Department into a “functional” 
organization structure. Rhodes 
formalized the change in an August 3 
memo. Under the new situation, the 
Trails & ORV Unit is no more. Its 
former employees and its 
responsibilities are parcelled out 
among other organizations as follows: 

A new Planning Division is created, 
with Bruce Kennedy named as its 
acting head (as of July, 1976). 
Hongola’s Statewide Studies Section is 
renamed Statewide Planning and 
placed in this division. Troy and 
Chaffee, formerly of Trails & ORV, 
are placed in this unit with seven other 
full-timers, steno O'Halloran and 
three part-time students. 

Russ Porter’s outfit is renamed the 
Grants and Local Assistance Office; in 
effect, the “studies” half of his 
responsibility is what's been given to 
Planning. What’s left is the 
management of grants to localities. 
Rawlings is still here, supervisor of a 
“Special Programs Section.” He has 
two employees left, Willard and Jones. 

As to what has happened to 
Rawlings and why, the following 
transcript bears witness. It is part of an 
interview conducted by Steve Schutte 
of the Auditor General's office during 
the course of the Parks & Rec audit. 
This interviewee is Rawlings’ boss, 
Russ Porter. 

Schutte: Ron Rawlings occupied a 
position classed as Senior Parks & 
Rec Specialist based on certain du- 
ties and responsibilities. A significant 
amount of, those... were taken 
away. Why? This results in the OHV 
Fund being charged for a Senior po- 
sition that is not performing the 
duties justifying the position. 

Porter: Some responsibilities have gone 
to others. It was not my doing — it 
was the Director's Office. Ron has a 
certain lack of credibility with the 
Director's Office. There were con- 
cerns about contacts with other 
state agencies and with the legisla- 
ture . . . things were done without 
going through channels. . . It was 
felt that he was a pawn of the OHV 
interests . . . Between you and me, 
Ron was difficult to supervise. He 
did things pretty much his own 
way... 

(Schutte notes on the interview 

transcript, “Nothing in writing re the 

foregoing.”) 

Nothing in writing — incredible. 
Without any overt personnel action 
such as a demotion, the man has been 
stripped of duties and subordinates, 
pigeonholed, hogtied, placed in an 








organizational holding pattern based’ 
on the unwritten assertion that be" 
“Jacks credibility” with the Director's 
Office! How Nixonian can you get? Ê 

As if that weren't enough, consider’ 
the corridor conversation overheard by 
our correspondent in Sacramento ~+ 
that began “Hey, you still in the ORV 
program?” 

“What program? (much laughter).” 
The repartee continued for half ‘a 
minute and ended with the punchline, 
“Well, if you want to kill something,“ 
split it up.” Nothing clandestine about 
these people — they know what they’ 
want, and they feel so secure they 
don’t care who hears. 


Where the power lies 

So much for ancient history. As_of 
now, Parks & Rec is set up with four 
major Divisions and a_ half-dozen 
“Offices” which offer general staff; 
support to the divisions. OHV policy, 
has to fit in the chinks and cracks of 
this “functional” organization. ( 

The Planning Division has —— 
been lightly mentioned. Under Bruce.< 
Kennedy’s stewardship, this division is. 
supposed to pinpoint “recreational, 
and preservation deficiences” and set 
program priorities. Remember we 
asked earlier who does that? The 
Planning Div. does all statewide, 
planning for the OHV program in 
competition with a half-dozen other 
programs. All land acquisition 
proposals have to clear Planning, as 
well. $ 

Acquisition and Development, 
Division manages all long-term, 
expenditures for land and major | 
equipment items, which would include; | 
any real estate for OHV parks. OHVs 
are never specifically mentioned i in this, . 
division's 22 major “missions” as called. 
out in the Parks & Rec organization 
manaual. Neither is one person, .or 
group of persons spelled out as having» 
OHV land acquisition responsibility... . 

The actual running of all parks, 
including Hollister Hills, comes under 
Operations Division, which is split into 
four geographic districts. Hollister 
Hills is in District 4, whose District 
Supervisor, Milton M. Frinkegq 
reportedly told others in the. 
department he had no intention o "` 
reducing the park’s overstaffing. In a 
memo to his Chief, Frincke wrote, 
“There is nothing to -comparé 
attendance figures with in prior years, 
just off-the-cuff verbal estimates by 
some people..." (An assertion 
directly contradicted by the state's 
audit) “ . Lam not concerned that 
our attendance is suffering 
appreciably, if at all, from the fee 
structure...” 

The guy did, in the interest of good 
PR, recommend lowering some fees, 
but you get the idea he wants the rest 
of his empire left alone, thank you. 

That memo was dated August 5, 
about the same time that Rhodes was 
formalizing the organizational shuffle: 
Interestingly enough, two months 
later, Acquisition and Development 
did a mass mailout of user: 
questionnaires and sponsored an 
October 24 user meeting in San Jose: 
Was it a reaction to public opinion, 
or, knowing of the coming audit, 
were they gathering public input to 
cover their behinds? 

Finally, the big winner in the 
reorganization (and bellwether to 
management thinking these days) is 
James P. Tryner’s Resource 
Preservation and Interpretation 
Division. Tryner’s a career man, 0a 
good one, who makes no secret of his 
long association with the Sierra Club. 
Even the new name of his outfit issa 
catchall of preservationist lexicon. A 
year ago, it was called the Resource 
Management and Protection Division; 
and Tryner had under him two 
Sections with eight full-time 
employees. Today, bes got a minir!

im ployees, 60 part- 
me/temporary/interns, and 38 
hajor “missions” — the largest group 


if responsibilities in the Department’s 
rganization manual. 

It's Tryner’s division which prepares 
e; Environmental Impact Statements 
n all the Department's planned land 
cquisitions. In line with its other 
uties, this division has a potential 
eto, power over any planned OHV 
park land buy. 

When the Parks & Recreation 
mmission held its hearing to classify 
ope Ranch, it was Tryner who made 
he major Parks & Rec staff 
presentation. In his talk was little 
mention of recreational needs; it dwelt 
ostly with “unique” features to be 
preserved, and things to be interpreted 
lo'the poor ignorant city-dwellers. But 
hats his bag, and he's been given 
arte blanche to practice it. 

It is because the responsibility for 
DHV-related activities has been 
buried in these four divisions, plus 
Porter's Grants & Local Assistance 
Dffice, with no clearcut assignment of 
pécific people to do the job, that 
unds have been “allocated” in the 
anner found by the audit. 
Accounting must charge everybody's 
ime to something — anything will do, 
as long as the account's got money in 
t. If nobody is specifically assigned to 
OHVs, then someone in management 
pr in bookkeeping has to make a 
SWAG (your classic Scientific Wild 
Ass Guess) as to a department-wide 
percentage of time spent on OHVs, 
hen apply that percentage to lots of 
imecards. 

An accounting supervisor told 
auditor Steve Schutte that fear of 
layoffs in 1973 caused everyone to start 
stretching reality with fund 
reimbursements. The supervisor, Bob 
Cates, told Schutte, “We are generally 
supposed to maximize reimbursements 
o the General Fund whenever 
péssible.” There's a lot between the 
linés there, that didn’t make it into the 
audit. 

Part of Schutte’s interview with Russ 
Porter is even more illuminating: 


Schutte: Why were employees charg- 
Ing time based on a predetermined 
plan? 

Porter: I am guilty. I told people where 
to charge their time and I’m going 
to keep doing it until they'll give me 
the budget to support my actual 
workload. (Recognize the bureau- 
crat’s eternal lament? . . . Ed) I'm 
assigned special projects by the Sec- 
retary of Resources with no fund- 
ing to do them... I have to find 
the money someplace. ..I can't 
understand what the Design & Con- 
struction Division have done with 
the positions budgeted for the OHV 
program... 


So Porter's not willing to change his 
tactics, but he’s willing to name a few 
other culprits — like the Secretary of 
Resources, his ultimate boss. And 
who is the Secretary? 

She is Claire Dederich, preservation 
oriented, a Brown appointee, and 
former manager of Herbert Rhodes’ 
unsuccesful campaign for office. She, 
in turn, hired Rhodes. 

July 30-31, she had a meeting of all 
her Department Directors (including 
Rhodes) and on August 9 (that first 
week in August was a busy week for 
memos) wrote them asking for five- 
page “strategy papers” on 40 subjects. 
None of the 40 dealt with ORV 
recreation as such. Indeed, as Bruce 
Kennedy noted in his memo, there is 
scant interest in ORVs at the top, and 
it does look bad; for they've got our 
money and are charged by law with 
spending it in our interest. The audit, 
and our subsequent investigations, 
have:shown, that our interest is the last 
thing on their minds. e

The Jubilee has a reputation of 
| being a tough enduro and lived up to 
(its standing with a challenging course 
again this year. The club obviously 
spent considerable time designing and 
refining their course and speed 
averages. They did have fast sections, 
good uphills, rocky canyons that 
another club could have turned into 
bottlenecks, and a couple of 
challenging downhills thrown in. 

The 48 mile first loop started off easy 
enough. Except for some hill and gully 





















riding after the three mile check, the’ 


loop meandered around mostly flat 
desert at an easily attainable 24MPH 
average. Riders went miles and miles 
without a check or anything 
resembling a challenge when all of a 
sudden they found themselves riding 
harder and harder as the terrain 
gradually turned tougher. The 
inevitable waiting check claimed many 
late points including the winning three 
man team of Jay Tullis, Rick Munyon 
and Mike Adams. Terrain in this 
section featured tight wet sandwashes, 
laced with small rock drop offs which 
weren't that difficult but served to 
slacken the pace against a now fast 24 
MPH average. boit ret 








The second check was located at the 
minimum distance from the first (3.2 
miles) and the fast A riders were riding 
their tails off to make it in their 
minute. Terrrain and speed averages 
didn’t slow; in fact the terrain got just 
a little bit tighter. The next check 
decided the enduro. Mike Hannon on 
his very quick and agile Bultaco was 
the only rider to zero the check. Only a 
few riders dropped one point, most 
dropped two or more. The B riders 
were taking gas and running on the 
average of three to four minutes late. 
C riders started well after the A and B 
riders and were averaging five to ten 
minutes late. While the terrain was 
well suited to the average C rider, the 
speeds were far above what they could 
handle. (Perhaps a separate schedule 
for the novices would be in order to 
develop their time-keeping skills. As it 
is they learn to timekeep at the family 
enduros and come to the District runs 
only to throw away their timekeeping 
equipment and ride flat out.) 


Before the fourth check, the terrain 
eased and the average became 
somewhat more attainable, so most of 
the good riders found themselves back 
on schedule. However, the wet sand 
was taking its toll on gas consumption, 
as more than one rider found himself 
sniffing fumes before the end of the 
loop. Most borrowed مت‎ gas to get 
in. 


At the break riders topped off their 
tanks to the very limit, not knowing if 
the second loop was to be a replay of 
the first. It wasn’t. With the C riders 
out of the way, the Checkpoints had 
scouted in a number of enduroing 
niceties. The funny part was that while 
the terrain was much more 
challenging than the first loop, the 
speed averages were more closely 
matched to the terrain. If you made 
the uphills without pushing, all the 
checks were within reach of a good 
rider. One particular memory was a 
delightful downhill canyon which had 
obviously never been used before. Not 
only was it run at a very sedate six 
MPH average, it started right after a 
check (the second loop tie-breaker) so 
the whole canyon was free territory. At 
the slow speed average, most riders 
came out at the other end 10 to 15 
minutes early and had a nice break 
before continueing on.

Tom Brooks bags 
last Bounty bash

CALIFORNIA CITY, CAL., NOV. 21 
Tom Brooks (400 KTM) won the 
last of the three ‘“Balentine 
Bounty Series” races, beating his 
brother Cordis and denying any- 
one the two-race majority neces- 
sary to win the $500. 

Tom won the race by 90 sec- 
onds over Cordis, while Bob Balentine 
crashed and dropped out. Balentine 
will still get the half of the money 
offered by his sponsor, KTM. 

Morgan Malocco (400 Yam) led the 
start of the race. About five miles out, 
Tom Brooks passed him and took over 
the lead for, good. Cordis (250 Bul) 
soon assumed second, with Balentine 
(400 KTM) in third. Balentine’s bike 
wasn’t running properly and in his 
attempt to get by Cordis, he overdid it, 
































hitting a rock. Though be gor: og 
rapidly, his shoulder was hurting: ahd 
he dropped out, unable to maintai 
the leader’s pace. 

The leaders were setting quite 
pace, with the Brooks brothers waysi 
front of the next riders, a tightly-knit 
group consisting of Tom Kelly (25 
KTM), Tim Bowman (400 CZ) and 
Malocco. Jack Orndoff and Lo 
Peterson were next; both DNF'ed.

ENSENADA, BC, MEX., NOV..13 
An unfamiliar element for Baja 
— mud — became a key factor 
in the results of this year’s 1000- 
kilometer loop-style race, which 
was won on elapsed time by 
Husqvarna-mounted Larry Roe- 
seler and Mitch Mayes. Running 
at times through axle-deep mud, 
the two SoCal desert stars took ad- 
vantage of the course layout to ride the 
race in four shifts, and credited their 
resulting freshness on each leg for their 
fast finish. Roeseler started, Mayes 
relieved him at Check 2, Roeseler took 
over again at Check 4, and Mayes 
finished from Check 7. He rode in at 
5:30 p.m., almost an hour earlier than 
race officials expected him, for storm 
damage to the course had been termed 
excessive. 

In fact, it was storm damage, 
flooding, numerous washouts and 
endless mud, which forced the 
postponement of the scheduled start 
for 24 hours, while crews re-checked 
and re-laid the course. The first racer 
was officially flagged off at 6 a.m. 
Saturday morning. 

Accidents quickly claimed several 
top-runners. Parnelli Jones crashed his 
four-wheeler while dicing with Bobby 
Ferro’s Sandmaster in the mountains. 
Jack Johnson’ crashed near Santa 
Catarina and rode into Check 2 with a 
broken collarbone: With Mickey 
Thompson also out early, the race for 
the overall developed into an elapsed- 
time duel between Mayes/Roeseler 
and Ivan Stewart in a solo-seat car. 

Mitch Mayes told reporters after it 
was over: “We pre-ran Laguna Salada 
and found we could run down the 
middle. With the rain we thought we 
would have to use the original course, 
but we couldn't find it. So I went down 
the middle about 45 miles. The course 
from there was marked so that it went 
right into the middle of a mud lake. I 
was axle deep in mud, although the 
bike never bogged down, but I was 
scared that it would, because the 
wheels picked up so much mud. I went 
back a couple of miles and decided to 
take off cross country for the old 
course. My mechanic had moved down 
and told me that he would be in about 
the same place (as Checkpoint 2), but 
I said, ‘Man, you might as well be on 
the moon. I don’t know where I am 
out there.’ We worked it out that if he

saw me he would light a tire and send 
up a smoke bomb. Well, he did when I 
was about a mile away. It was lucky 
that he did, because if he hadn't just 
then... I would have ridden right 
by. A lot of the good teams had 
dropped out, and when I gave it to 
Larry at El Chinero, we told him to 
cool it. We didn’t know that Rutten 
and Ogilvie were so close to us. He got 
to San Matios, and we told him to put 
the gas to it, and he did. When I took 
over at El Rodeo, I rode the last 
section like a motocross.” 

Roeseler added: “I got lost at the 
start, When I started the Mexicans — 
the police and the spectators — sent 
me the wrong way. They waved me on. 
We were supposed to go over the dam, 
but the course was changed. I was 
supposed to go in front of it to the 
right, but they sent me to the right, 
and I wound up on the wrong road. 
When I got straightened out, I was 
behind Baker and Johnson. So I 
played catchup all the way.” 

Bruce Ogilvie on the Class 21 victory 
ride that almost became an overall 
win: “I rode the first 300 miles. It was 
norma! except that I fell off three or 
four times in a five-mile stretch near 
the summit (El Rayo). It was solid 
rocks. Two of them were little crashes, 
but on one I was pinned under the 
bike and couldn't get out. I lost five 
minutes — the kick starter was full of 
mud and wouldn't work. I had to push 
it down the hill in the wrong direction 
to get going. At Checkpoint 3 we were 
20 minutes behind Mayes. Everybody 
in the pits said not to cross the lake. I 
went across the lake about 30 miles. If 
Mitch says he went 45 miles, I don't 
think so, because I followed his tracks 
when I went out of there. I went in 
about 30 miles and used two gallons of 
gas. I had to bum some gas from some 
people. I was going backward at the 
time. When I got to Tres Pozos my 
crew said I was eight minutes behind, 
which means I made up 12 minutes. 
On corrected time I was first overall. 
At El Chinero 40 miles later I was five 
minutes behind, which means I was 
seven minutes ahead on corrected 
time.”

veryone in the motorcycle community is 

glad to see the release of the new ۵٥ 
Suzuki minicycle, with the possible exception of 
Yamaha. Certain classes go through periods of one- 
marque domination. Yamaha’s on the road race 
courses, Suzuki on the motocross tracks, Jawa in 
speedway and Harley on the Grand National circuit 
are all examples. Well, as it is in the big world it is 
the same in the smaller world. Minicycle racing has 
been dominated in the past couple years by Honda, 
with their four-stroke XR-75 and more recently by 
the all-imposing Yamaha YZ80. The XR-75, even in 
the hands of Jeff Ward and his mega-buck mini’s is 
unable to stem the YZ tide. The new Suzuki RM80 
will provide more than another alternative, it will be a 
successful opponent. The mini classes throughout 
the country will see an infusion of competitiveness 
that inter-brand rivalry can bring back. 

Let’s clear up one thing immediately. The RM80 
has no relation to the earlier TM75S. The tendency 
when discussing the Suzuki RM8O is to talk of 
Suzuki’s “first effort.’’ That is how bad the TM75 
was. When the Team Suzuki mechanics were offered 
TM75’s to use as pit bikes they refused and bought 
their own XR-75’s. As bad as the TM75 was the RM 
is equally as good.

Minicycles are small and thus the two rarely meet. I 
fit better on an Open class bike, best on a 250, 
tightly on a 125, barely on a 100, but the only time | 
fit on a mini is on the way to the porta-can. 
Thousands of racers my size are going to buy 
RMS80’s for full blast charges to john and concession 
stand, but for testing purposes we gathered up every 
mini racer we could find. And it was easy to find 
them. We just set the RM8O out in the open for ten 
minutes and a crowd gathered. President Ford would 
have been able to swing a majority had he made each 
campaign speech from behind this bike. 

“It’s really neat. It sure does handie good.” said 
Bryon Antonacci, who spent the best part of a 20- 
minute moto trying to shake RM80-mounted Jeff 
Ward off of his tricked-out Y’s tail fender. 

“It seems pretty fast for a stocker. The shocks 
don’t work at all, but it is good.” replied Jeff who put 
a great ride on a motorcycle we had handed him only 
an hour before the race. It wasn’t dialed in at all, the 
jetting was way off and Jeff had to step off his four- 
stroke and adjust to a two-stroke. If the moto had 
been much longer he might have caught Bryon. 


Two divided by one is two 

Regardless of what some of California’s fastest 
mini riders say we need to look at the motorcycle in 
two ways. What it’s got right now and what we can 
get out of it. The stock RM8O is a great little 
mo’sicle. Suzuki probably spent a half a million 
dollars tooling up to produce this machine alone. The 
engine is a miniature 125 engine, with a five-speed 
transmission. It has bridge exhaust and intake ports 
and case reeds. Carburetion is through a 24 mm 
Mikuni with a push-pull choke knob. The aircleaner is 
an ingenious little slide-in plate. that resembles 
putting a piece of toast in a toaster. The airbox itself 
is plastic and hidden behind yellow plastic side 
panels. Access to the aircleaner is through the seat, 
which is a small replica of the big RM seats. The 
fenders are of course plastic, as is the ignition side 
case. It looked like metal, felt like metal, but when 
we pulled the engine down it was plastic. The ignition 
is electronic, what Suzuki calls PEI (pointless 
electronic ignition). The black box is behind the front 
number plate. 


The suspension supposedly offers 5.1”’ of 

















travel. We could only get 4.5’’ out of it. The rear end 
is suspended by 12” oil dampened shocks with 
adjustable pre-load on the springs. The forks are an 
inch and one-half longer than 1976 Yamaha forks 
and the slider has one inch of additional over-lap. The 


` suspension works in that the front and rear ends go 


up and down. It can be made to work better. It is 
better than or equal to all the other mini suspensions 
on the market, as it sits. It has more potential to 
work great. 

The stock engine really puts power to the back 
wheel, via a 428 chain, to a point. Lance Morewood, 
former ace mini rider turned 125 Expert, says it has

more than enough power in the mid-range, but signs 
off on the top-end. The PEI ignition appears to have 
an electronic rev limiter (the blue wire) so pumping 
ponies won’t be a problem. Tucked behind the 
countershaft sprocket is a cavity that is obviously 
designed to hold a Mikuni oil pump. This will 
probably mean lighted versions with oil injection are 
on the way. 


The other one 

The stock bike can be raced seriously and probably 
achieve a degree of success, but nobody races stock 
bikes. How is the RM8O going to be when it is 
modified? Ted Morewood of Cycle Town in Norwalk, 
California probably has more experience in analyzing 
mini performance than anyone else. We took our 
RM80 to him for the professional run-down. For 
serious motorcycle racing (and when you start 
modifying bikes serious is the only way to be) the 
RM80 has more potential than any mini currently on 
the market. 


have plenty of room to be hogged out, the transfer 
areais ample on the cases, and the cylinder ports can 
be made far larger. The object in modifying the 
RM80 is to give it a handful of high rpm top-end. It 
has more than enough mid-range, and the case reeds 
will maintain a broad power band even after 
extensive tuning. The 24 mm carb should be 
replaced with a 26 mm, and the airbox will probably 
be altered for maximum breathing. Unfortunately the 
rear frame loop runs directly behind the carb, forcing 
the rubber boot to bend around it, and concurrently 
increasing hassles with big carbs and big breathers. 
The stock pipe looks pretty good, and is fairly light. 
Tuning the engine will require a re-evaluation of the 
stock pipe. 


On the running gear itself the tires, rims and 
spokes will have to be changed for high pressure 
racing. The swingarm is already projected for change 
from several accessory manufacturers as is the 
stock cylinder head. The swingarm pivot bolt is only 
a 10 mm and will probably have to be kitted out to at 
least a 12 mm. 

The forks can be made to plunge as far as 
physically allowable and the shocks should be 
changed to 12’’ S&W’s, because Tim Witham has his 
mini spring rates dialed in already. 


The RM80 may not be very visible right now, = 
soon it will be flooding the tracks from SoCal t 
Florida. Perhaps the efforts of Suwki, in — 
totally new machine, will spur on Yamaha to Improve 
the YZ and maybe even force Honda into making a 
serious racing program for the mini classes. But = 
now Suzuki has momentum.

his edifice is the King Kong jump and it stands the height 

of a two story building or a freeway overpass. It in itself is 

going to cost in excess of $10,000 to build and is designed 

to do one thing — fling motocross bikes far into the night air 
Imagine the problem of bringing together the engineering know-how and 
creative powers to build a structure two stories high in the middle of a baseball 
stadium and then covering with dirt. Now imagine the kind of nerve it is going to 
take to snick the gears up a couple of notches and fly off this monster. Knowing 
all the while that the 24 top motocrossers behind you are going to give it a little 
bit more. 

Now you are probably wondering why it is called the King Kong jump. Forget 
what you're thinking about King Kong representing enormous size and strength. 
Forget about King Kong's daring leap from the Empire State BUILDING. In 
reality and all truthfulness King, as he’s known to his friends, is one heck of an 
MX rider. In the Jungle MX Championships last year King Kong had the fans 
going ape with his antics. Unfortunately contract difficulties will keep Kong 
from competing this year at Anaheim. 


Getting there is half

ne time when I was ten my Uncle Frank took me out to 
see the Dodgers play. Uncle Frank came from Omaha 
and hated the freeways so we took surface roads and had 


to leave six hours before the game. I got to hear the first 
three innings on the radio of his Chrysler.

The 91 Freeway is also called the Riverside Freeway, unless 
you head west then it is the Artesia Freeway. Conversely the 405 Freeway is the 
San Diego Freeway, unless you go too far South on it and then it becomes the 5 
Freeway which is also known as the Golden State Freeway and Santa Ana 
freeway.

“I've never considered myself the 
best rider in the world. Perhaps 
that’s why I lasted so long. But 
there’s rio one who is unbeatable! 
Anyone, who thinks they are, is a 
fool,” says Phil Read. 

Phil, who is now 37 years old, 
rode his last race at Brands Match 
in the Race of the South meeting, 
suffering a broken collar bone. Along 
with the inevitable feelings of regret 
retirement brings on is the knowledge 
that his ever growing business interests 
must take priority on his time and 
enthusiasm. 

The year started optimistically 
enough, but the season was one of very 
mixed fortunes for the Oxshott ace. 

“I had brought Geoff Howie over 
from Australia to work as mechanic, 
and with sponsorship from Castrol, Life 
International and Bedford the year 
looked good. But in Daytona it took 
some time to find a.750 Yamaha, and 
even when we had, and put a new frame 
on it, which I understood was a copy of 
the new cantilever model, it still didn’t 
handle well, or go that quickly!” says 
Phil. 

“Even with the Suzuki the year 
started badly. In practice at Misano I 
was four or five seconds quicker than 
anyone else, then the first meeting was 
cancelled, and I crashed at Modena and 
hurt myself! Cracked ribs brought on 
bronchial pneumonia, and I had to miss 
the Imola 200 race. 

“Perhaps that was a blessing in 
disguise, because it gave us the chance 
to sort out the Suzuki with new wheels, 
different brakes and alter the 
suspension. But it was the seizure 
problems that was the biggest headache. 
I know I could have won the French GP, 


if the bike had run as it had done at 
Mugello,” says Phil. $ 

But it seized early at the Le Mans 
race, and the rest of theyear was a series 
of ups and downs. For the Italian Grand 
Prix at Mugello, though, the bike was 
handling well, and though slower than 
Sheene’s works Suzuki the Italian 
crowd, and television viewers around 
Europe saw a memorable and 
breathtaking dice. 

“*Barry’s bike was better on 
acceleration up to about fifth gear, but 
on top speed I would say the machines 
were almost identical. Going into 
corners Barry was able to outbrake me, 
and then out accelerate me, so that 
anything I made up on the corners he 
could quickly pull it back. I’ve got the 
race on video tape if you want to see it 
for yourself!” claims Speedy. 

Contrary ‘to reports Phil has no offers 
to ride in the TT and having taken his 
stand in 1972 against the Isle of Man he 
would have turned them down in any 
case. 

“The ACU still come out with the 
figures showing how many miles are 
ridden in the Island compared with the 
fatalities. All it means, though, is that 
you have to ride farther to get killed, 
that’s all!” says Phil. 

Phil’s walkout at the Belgian GP was 
the culmination of many things. He felt 
that Life was not giving him the 
backing and support he needed. Alberto 
Pagani, the team manager appeared to 
be not treating the racing seriously and 
was not organizing the whole operation 
toward a serious world championship 
bid, and to cap it all, Phil’s children 
Mark and Pip were not happy at school. 

He had been away from home for 
most of the season, and though his wife 
Madelaine had flown out to some races, 
she was not able to watch them all. He 
was missing his family, and Madelaine 
thought his children were suffering 








without dad’s firm hand to keep them 
in check. 

But though Phil wanted to leave 
Francorchamps on Friday night, she 
wanted him to race, and it ended with 
Phil climbing into his Rolls Royce and 
driving through the night to his luxury 
home in the stock broker belt in Surrey. 

“I just had to get home to my family. 
They are the most important things in 
my life now, racing is just a seasonal 
thing, but your family are with you for 
the rest of your life,” says Phil. 

Life International had failed to meet 
their promises with regard to expenses 
for Sweden and Finland, and with 
sparing costs abroad, and the sinking 
pound made Phil decide to quit GP 
racing there and then. 

Phil didn’t stop racing of course. He 
rode in Britain and back at Assen, for 
the FIM Formula 750 round, where a 
rain soaked, first leg gave him a chance 
to show the fans, and his rivals 
something of the old Prince of Speed 
style! 

“That’s just it. I know that when the 
bikes have been going well, that’s as 
good as the others, I can still win races. 
But the racing day’s almost over. | feel 
It’s right for me to stop. My companies, 
the crash helmet factory in Shannon 
and the clothing business here, need my 
attention. I am sorry my last season has 
been mediocre, but when I look at the 
past year realistically I see that the only 
riders who have done well have been 
factory sponsored. I have stopped, but 
if I were to race next season, it would 
have been on a factory bike, I wouldn’t 
mess about again on privately tuned 
machines. They will never be a match 
for the factory bikes!” admits Phil. 

“I suppose I retire with regret, but I 
know there is a great potential with the 
business side of my life now. Without 
the facilities and resources, it’s 
impossible to think of beating someone

who is riding as well as Barry Sheene is 
at the moment, on the excellent, 
reliable bikes that he rides,” says Phil. 

“Until I’ve sorted out the companies 
there’s not much I can do to become 
involved again in motorcycle sport. But 
as soon as I.can I want to be back in 
things, equipping the best riders in the 
world with Premier Helmets, and where 
possible giving them a bonus, too. But 
that's in the future,” he added. 

“Td like to sponsor a youngster, but 
that’s not possible till I can spare 
enough time to watch and advise him all 
the times he needs help. Sponsorship 
from a distance is a waste of time, and 
money,” says Phil. 

Who are the youngsters who- have 
impressed Phil this season? 

“Well, Pat Hennen, the American 
looks really good. He is dedicated, and a 
super rider. With a better machine he 
would have won a lot more races this 
year. And Ron Haslam isn’t afraid to 
mix it with the leaders. He might make 
the grade, too,”’ says Phil. 

But no one has come close to 
matching Mike Hailwood, a rider who 
Phil reckons to have been the best ever. 
He had ability, endurance and the 
intelligence to way up races, and win. 
And it might surprise many people to 
know that next on Phil’s list of all time 
greats is Giacomo Agostini! 

While Phil prepares to abdicate from 
his title of the Prince of Speed, how 
does he rate reigning 500cc world 
champion Barry Sheene? 

“Barry is an intelligent boy, up to a 
point, He has organized his machines 
and publicity superbly. But it’s a very 
delicate tightrope to walk, when you are 
winning Grands Prix and a World 
Championship. You know you are the 
greatest, and Barry’s performances this 
year have proved he is one of the world’s 
greatest riders, with the machines he 
had. He obviously feels he wants to cash 
in on the returns that he thinks he can 
make, and he is setback when peiple, 
like Suzuki GB don’t go along with the 
way he is thinking. It’s just that Barry is 
losing his balance a little at the moment 
on that narrow line!” says Phil. 


“What Barry forgets is that you can’t 
do it all. You can’t win all the races, 
you can’t grab all the sponsors, you 
have to draw the line somewhere!” he 
added. 


“I’ve known Barry for many years. I 
put him right in his early days when he 
was earning 200 pounds a meeting and I 
was on 2000 pounds a start. I even used 
to stage a few races with him to help 
him to get some of the limelight! But 
when the works bikes came along Barry 
didn’t want to know about friends. 

“Fis image. with the birds and sex has 
given him plenty of publicity, but I 
sometimes wonder if it’s the right sort 
of image for a racing motorcyclist. OK 
he’s won a world title. What does that 
prove? But what of his 750 rides? He 
beat Kenny Roberts, who was on a 
special OW31 Yamaha at Brands Hatch, 
and then couldn’t win any more 750 
races, because suddenly the bike was 
uncompetitive.” e

PRESS AND SPONSORS 

Numerous “heavies’” invaded the 
Press Class where they felt the pickings 
would be easy, but were they in for a 
surprise! Jim “The Greek” was back to 
defend last year’s title while runnerup 
Dick Miller of Motocross Action 
purposely broke his leg this year to 
avoid the re-confrontation, An 
international flare was added to this 
year’s race with the inclusion of French 
journalist Patric Boullard, but it was 
Motorcyclist Magazine’s new editor 
Brad Zimmerman who was really out 
for blood after daily training sessions 
to prepare himself for the race by 
running bicycle MXers off Sepulvida 
Boulevard with his 1000cc Gullwing. 

A blown coil on the starting line 
delayed the start of the Feature and 
forced Zimmerman to make the switch 
to Bevo Forte’s well used XR-75 
Honda. Preston Petty holeshot the 
race with Brad Lackeys 116cc highly 
modified XR disguised in Husky trim, 
but there was no mistaking the bucks- 
up support behind Preston. Twice he 
threw it away in his mad dash for 


glory. . .“‘Just testing my 
fenders.”. . .to turn the lead over to 
‘The Greek’. Gianatsis was doing a 


valiant and highly skilled job of 
holding down the lead with his Alan 
Hahn XR-75 and dispatching Petty. 
Zimmerman meanwhile, had got a last 
place start and began disposing of 
such notables as Scott Goggles’ Don 
McGee, Bel-Ray’s Kurt Kiefer and 
Honda's Terry Mulligan in lucky 
passes to the front. The Greek, 
meanwhile, slowed up on the last lap 
to wave to admiring fans thinking he 
had the race won. Poor pit signals had 
failed to warn him of Zimmerman's 
charge though, and after stopping in 
the final turn to gallantly retreive a 
small kitten from harm, Zimmerman 
was able to close on the Greek and ace 
him out at the finish by a scant half 
foot. 
MECHANICS 

Tuners to the stars, these gayfull 
guys had been in preparation for the 
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Richmond showdown since August. 
The 20 lap main event turned out to 
be another runaway for Bill Calicura 
as attention shifted to the rear of the 
pack where more cheating was going 
on then ata full fledged NMA event. 
After trading paint and handlebars for 
guts and glory, Eric Crippa saw his last 
year’s crown lying tarnished in the dirt 
as he crossed the line in second 
followed by, Donny Elmer, Sheeman 
Wong and Weinert’s tuner Steve 
Johnson. Since ‘The Jammer’ himself 
had been announcing the race, the 
fans had cheered Johnson two laps 
earlier when he crossed the finish line 
because jawing Jimmy had convinced 
them he was that far ahead. 

RIDERS 

This was the race for the real World 
Championship. , All the other titles 
meant nothing in this highest caliber 
of motocross competition. Some of the 
best riders in the world knew their 
reputations were at stake. Graham 
Noyce blaimed the track as not being a 
true test of skill, but he was kidding no 
one but himself. Early in the 
qualifying motos it was quite 
enlightening to see such notables as 
Yamaha team riders Bob Hannah and 
little Ricky ‘Lumberjack’ Burgett 
fighting it out for last place. Only a 
hastily added consolation moto saved 
them the embarassment of not 
advancing to the 20 lap Feature. 
Qualifying moto wins went to Dave 
Miller and Warren Reid. 

The starting list for the Main Event 
read like a Who's Who ot 
International motocross with Miller, 
Reid, Lackey, Bob Harris, Dave and 
Mike Faria sitting on row one, and 
Hannah, Jim Foley, Burgett and 
Noyce on row two. With their tre- 
mendous horsepower unleased at the 
wave of the green flag, Reid and 
Miller dashed for turn one where 
Miller crashed Reid into the pylons, 
necessitating a restart. 

On the restart Can-Am's Bob Harris 
took the lead, but Dave Miller was up 
to his old tricks and rammed Harris at 
the end of the first lap to take over the 
lead. Three laps later Miller got his 
just deserts as he crashed into a lapped 
rider and lost a number of positions 
which couldn't be regained in time. 
Warren Reid inherited the lead with 
the Donny Elmer FMF machine, 
minus second gear, and did such a 
masterful job of holding on to it that it 
attracted much factory attention in 
the pits from team managers, and 
should prove quite valuable around 
contract signing time. Meanwhile, bad 
Brad Lackey had been knifing his 
Husky up thru the pack, leaving 
Hannah trembling in his wake and 
battleing over third place with Faria, 
Harris and Burgett. The crowd 
cheered in unison as Brad closed on 
Warren Reid for the lead, rapping his 
front knobby in contact on Warren’s 
rear fender as they entered the final 
lap. Putting his vast years of GP 
experience to good use, Brad did a 
handlebar clicker, reminiscent of the 
old days with CZ, on the downhill 
jump that set him up for an inside shot 
at the Reid youngster in the following 
left hand turn. Diving inside the kid, 
Brad sent Warren for a highside over 
the berm and looking at stars as Brad 
gassed his way to victory and the 1976 
World Championship! Those years of 
pain, sweat and training had finally 
paid off.

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High Desert 
(Forest?) 100

BEND, OR., OCT., 24 

The Cascade M/C of Bend held 
their seventh annual “High 
Desert 100” and it was almost 
too much for some, as only 186 


riders managed to finish out of 322 
starters, This year’s event was quite 
different, in that it ran entirely on 
U.S. Forest Service land. No BLM 
washboards.Also, no big starting area, 
so no mass start. They started by 
classes this year beginning with the 
open class, then the 250’s, old timers, 
etc. about ten minutes apart. It was 
probably just as well that they started 
by classes, as it was quite dusty for the 
first few miles. Then the riders found 
themselves on new trails that had 
maybe 10 bikes on before the race. 

Each year the “High Desert 100” is 
run on a closed (no practice) course 
100 miles in length. The sponsoring 
club laid out several miles of new trail 
over logs and through brush. After 300 
plus bikes blasted through, most of the 
logs were disintegrated and a beautiful 
trail resulted. Many hours were spent 
and 1% rolls of flagging tape were 
used. A race of this size ($22 riders and 
a 100 mile course) really taxes the five 
man Cascade M/C. 

This course was more like an enduro 
than the usual cross-country-go-fast 
course. There were two reasons for 
this. (1) More trails were needed in the 
area to get away from road racing and 
(2) the bikes are much better today 
and so are the riders 


At the end of the first loop, Bob 
Strobel of Eugene (Hus) had the lead 
with handlebars almost ready to fall 
off. A quick repair and he was on his 
way again about four places down. 


Injuries were very low this year, 
probably due to the lower speeds. One 
popular rider, Kendall Kuskie, riding 
somewhere in the top five, and a mere 
five miles from the finish line, fell 
during a very slow speed corner and 
dislocated a trick shoulder. 


Meanwhile, back at the finish line, a 
Suzuki had pulled off a first. Gary 
Lande and his RM 370 were first 
overall and the first Suzuki to win the 
“High Desert 100”. J & R Cycle- 
sponsored Rod Kentner was right 
behind him on a new Husky. Kentner 
said that he passed Lande several 
times, but this very fast motocrosser 
kept getting lost. 

In the previous six years the 
“High Desert 100’ has been held, it has 
been traditional to award the overall 
winner with $100. Starting the race by 
classes, there would be no fair way to 
award an overall winner, so the 
Cascade M/C decided to increase that 
amount by $200 and pay the open 
class, the 250 class, and the 200 class. 
David Newell from Idaho, had entered 
the 125 class and before the race asked 
about the $100. He was told he could 
jump to the 200 class if he so desired. 
He did, and he won the $100 plus a big 
trophy. Trophies went back to Idaho, 
Washington, the Willamette Valley 
and even as far away as L.A. 

The sponsoring club decided to 
award a big trophy (just like the Ist 
place ones) to the rider that was 125th 
across the finish line. Ron Datchler 
was the lucky recipient of this trophy. 
He looked so tired at the finish line, I 
don’t: think he realized what was 
happening until later. ©

“Use waterproofing”, cautioned 
the sporty posters announcing 
Idaho's big fall desert race. The 
riders streamed in from most of 


the neighboring states to battle the 
Idaho boys for the four foot high 
‘perpetual trophy and the veterans 
knew that the creeks could drown out 
your chances of winning when the fall 
rains came. However, it was not the 
water that ‘stopped the riders, but 
rather hot fall winds that would fry 
about 50 clutches. 

Jack Froelich had come up from 
California laden with a truck load of 
neat ‘Barstow-Vegas’ type trophies and 
was first off the starting hill (first to 
the dust bomb); but he found a 
definite threat in the form of one Dan 
“The Farmer” Mueller. Froelich was 
quoted later as saying that Farmer 
Dan, resplendant in his plaid cotton 
flannel shirt, was bounding 10 feet in 
the air as he screamed down the steep 
brush filled hill. Jack felt at the time 
that anyone who wanted the lead that 
bad certainly deserved it; but his 
problems were not over as Bob Sward 
was coming up fast from the rear. 
Sward got by Farmer Dan right before 
check two. This was the site of the 
infamous uphill 

If the ground had been wet, the hill 
would have been no big deal. This 
year the ground was powder dry and the 
hill began to chew up into a huge 20 
acre pile of concrete blocks. Farmer 
Dan said later that Sward was nuts. 
“He hit. that hill wide open and the 
boulders just flew out of his road!” 
Think about it. Froelich thainks Dan 
is nuts‘and: Dan thinks Sward is nuts.

Not all the prizes went to winners on 
the course. Ray Hale of the,sponsoring 
Bird Bunch M/C had received the 
“bird” in the form of a trophy at a 
Rams race, therefore Ray reciprocated 
by presenting a mascot to the Rams in 
the form of a pregnant goat! 


The 250 Am. class was cleaned up 
by Bart Damron 22nd overall, and 
Wayne Larsen was first 200 at 21st 
overall. Ken Guio rode seventh overall 
for first Old Timer with the distaff 
honors taken by Cathy Gwin, Ken 
Medley was the first one home in the 
125s, and David Barnowski pulled 
down first Mini. 

There was a lot of if-ing at this race 
and the hill provided the most if’s.

If you came across the country 
to ride this enduro you might 
have been a little disappointed 
and if you were a local super ri- 


der you might have been a little 
embarrassed. The Rattlesnake 
slithered down into a hole, leaving a 
lot of unhappy riders to stand around 
trying to figure how. to get it out. 

Honda factory rider Don Sanford 
was there, as well as Dick Burleson 
(Hus), and Bul riders Mike Hannon, 
Ben Bower and Charlie Bethards.

The problem was that the club 
deviated from the route sheet by 
changing a speed average - apparently 
at the last moment without informing 
the riders.

Continue to the next check 
at 24 or 20 or somehow average his 
speed out?

The AMA Enduro rulebook says 
that the course must conform to the 
route sheet - if the route sheet is 
available up to one hour before the 
run begins - or the event can be 
thrown out. Actually it would take a 
pretty good lawyer to figure out this 
mess. 

“We might as well have drawn our 
names out of a hat to find the 
winners,” said Mike Hannon. 

Many riders wanted the enduro 
thrown out; others wanted to salvage 
something out of their efforts. Some 
felt that the error had corrected itself 
by the fourth check and that if the 
second and third checks were thrown 
out everything would work out (The 
sponsoring club — Redwood 
Scramblers) seemed to favor this 
approach. 

At the end Lynn Ritner, the district 
enduro steward, received eight written 
protests at last count. No one knew 
where they stood on points and it looks 
as if everything will have to be 
reviewed by the AMA before firm 
results are available. 

Leaving aside the errors, the 
Redwood Scramblers did a good job. 
The members are some of the 
friendliest people this Cycle News 
contributor has ever been helped by at 
an enduro. They were very quick to 
point out interesting spots on the 
course for photos, and the course itself 
was good, Set in the high mountains 
overlooking the Klamath River it 
featured a variety of fire roads, trials 
and paths which pleased everyone. 
And challenging: there was one rocky

“I have eyes 


By John Ulrich 


hree days after first riding 
the borrowed machine, 
Takazumi Katayama raced 
a TZ750 to second in the 
AMA National Road Race held 
at Riverside Raceway on Octo- 
ber 3. The morning before the 
final, Katayama had led Ken 


Roberts’ OW-31 in a heat race until 
his bike’s throttle momentarily stuck 
open in the Riverside esses. Katayama 
backed off — and still finished third 
behind Roberts and Ron Pierce. 

This wasn’t the first trip to America 
for Katayama, 25. The first time he 
landed on our shores, he rode a 
borrowed TZ750 to second at the 
Ontario Road Race National in 
October, 1975. 

This year, as in 1975, Katayama’s 
trip to the United States was a break 
from the World Championship 
Grands Prix of Europe. In 1975, 
Katayama finished fourth in F.I.M. 
World Championship 250 standings. 
He lost his chance for second in a crash 
at Barcelona, Spain. He needed only a 
fourth place finish in that race to be 
second in the world, but a fireman 
strolled out onto the track at the blind 
exit of a fast turn, and Katayama hit 
him. 

In 1976, sponsored by Sarome 
cigarette lighters of Japan, Katayama 
finished second in the F.I.M. 250 
standings — and first Yamaha rider — 
behind only Walter Villa and his fast 
European Harley-Davidson. 
Katayama’s gross income from road 
racing, counting start money, purse 
winnings, and sponsorship, reached 
$100,000. He is a successful privateer 
(non-factory sponsored rider). 

The day after the Riverside race, 
Katayama talked with Cycle News 
about Riverside, Europe, and 
American riders. (In the interests of 
clarity, parts of our conversations with 
Katayama have been translated and 
paraphrased.) 


If the rider behind me tries to 
go outside ...I move over 
toward him. . .just enough to 
make him close the 
accelerator.

“In Europe, racing is very different. 
After the race at Riverside, some AMA 
official came up to me and said 
someone had complained about my 
riding being rough. So I told him, ‘I 
am being very nice.’ It’s very different 
in Europe. 

“In Europe, when every point 
counts toward the World 
Championship, if there is a faster 
machine behind you, you must keep it 
behind you or else lose your place and 
points. So, I have eyes in the back of 
my head when I race. I can hear if the 
rider behind me tries to go outside, or 
if he tries to go inside, so I move over 
toward him. Not enough to make him 
run off the track and crash, just 
enough to make him close the 
accelerator. That's OK. If I go too far 
and they crash, they get very mad. But 
if I just move over enough to make 
them close the accelerator and not 
crash, that’s OK.

two laps. Then I have problems with 
accelerator cable and have to slow 
down. I could have held him off for 76 
miles, yes. If I get a good start, and the 
machines are equal in speed, yes. On 
the straight, you can weave to prevent 
passing, but that is very dangerous, 
because he may try very hard and you 
may touch. Touching is very bad, and 
can make you crash. 

“I only had one day to sort out the 
bike, which we borrowed from Mr. 
Baeder (Fritz Baeder, Mike's father), 
and which was prepared by Mr. Mack 
Kambayashi. We only had four sets of 
shocks, and not so very good ones. I 
couldn't get the bike set up the way I 
wanted, When I set up my 250 for 
Europe, I had maybe 25 pairs of 
shocks to work with. This race, the 750 
had very bad chatter, because 
damping and spring rates were not 
equal. There was not enough time to 
fix it, but it was very fast, very nice.” 

(By the sixth turn of the first lap, 
Katayama had second place behind 
Roberts. He was never challenged for 
the position, and told us that he rode 
conservatively with an eye to finishing, 
because of the shock problems. Kenny 
Roberts, riding the ultra-trick OW-31 
monoshock factory wonder, won by six 
seconds after 76 miles.) 

“In Europe, there is not always one 
racer in front, winning. Here in 
America, maybe 35 start the race. 
Maybe four or five are very fast, the 
rest are very dangerous to pass (lap), 
very slow. In Europe, maybe 10 or 12 
bikes are within one second of each 
other in track lap times. During the 
race, maybe you make one little 
mistake and lose four or five places. 
The racing is very close, very exciting. 
Here, people wonder about second 
place. They say, “Well, Steve (Baker) 
will win another one.’ But in Europe, 
no one knows. Many, many people can 
win.

“In Europe, racing is very exciting, 
like dirt track here. Good racing, very 
close, very tight. The people get very 
excited (Katayama gasps in mock 
excitement to illustrate . Ed.) Now 
motorcycle road racing draws more 
people than Formula One cars. 

“Racing is very different in Europe. 
There, maybe 200,000 or 300,000 
people go to a race. Everywhere you 
look, you cannot see the green of the 








grass — just black of heads. All the way 
around a 4.5 mile circuit, people are 
just everywhere. Maybe a week before 
the race, people start coming to the 
track, making tents to sleep in, to save 
their place. Parking is a big problem, 
but they have many parking places. 
They have to have a special road for 
mechanics and riders. 

“Because of all the people, the 
riders stay in the paddock, inside their 
camping truck. We are like one big 
family. Racers go to other rider's 
camping home and drink tea, eat. It is 
very good to relax, because racing is 
very exciting. We are very good 
friends. I like it. But on the racetrack, 
it is very different. Every point counts.

“I think if many European riders 
came to Riverside, they would have 
said the track was very unsafe. Like 
the fast turn, Turn Nine, it has a steel 
wall. That’s very bad for motorcycles. 
And the organizers did not tell the 
riders about the unsafe parts. They 
just say, ‘Go ride.’ It is much different 
in Europe. Riders there have very 
much say. 

“They would say, ‘Fix up the track. 
The steel wall not necessary — that's 
for cars.’ A catch-fence would be 
much better. The problem is that the 
rider hits the steel wall or hay bales 
and bounces back, maybe gets hit by 
another rider. Or maybe many crash 
at one time, If you just crash, OK, 
nothing happens, maybe you get some 
scratches. But if you bounce back and 
get hit by another bike... many 
riders get killed that way. 

“Racing is dangerous, but not just 
all danger. We don’t ride just for the 
danger. We don’t just give danger to 
the spectators. Instead, we give good 
fighting, racing for spectators. We 
don’t just race for danger. If there is 
danger, maybe we race anyway. But if 
when we race, there is good fighting 
and not so dangerous, we are very 
happy 

“I just want to say that I got a good 
bike from Mack Cycle Center and Mr. 
Baeder. I want to say thank you. I am 
very happy.” 

Takazumi Katayama flew back to 
Europe the next day. Before he left, he 
told us he wanted to race Daytona in 
1977. For his third visit to the United 
States, Katayama hopes to come home 
with a first place. ©

Want to know what’s up with Barstow to Vegas and such? Please read 
the following list of ev ents. 
January, 1976: 
We applied for a permit for B to V. 
February, 1976: 
Permit denied; reason: The course we chose was not acceptable, as we did a 
few modifications to the 74 course. 


March, 1976: 
We re-applied for our B to V permit using the 74 course without any changes. 
April 
May 
June 
No response from BLM. 
Late June: 


We were contacted by District 37 Legal Defense Task Force and were asked to 
suspend any further action on Barstow to Vegas for the following reason. 

D-37 and BLM are working on a rotation plan for future desert racing 
which would expand the riding areas and give the desert racers more and bet- 
ter riding areas in the future. If we press for B to V 60% of the BLM funds 
available for desert use would be used on an Environmental Impact Study, 
thus retarding the rotational plan. 

Having the interest of D-37 desert racers in mind we decided to suspend 
further action on B-to-V for '76 and see what happens. Let it be known that 
we spent quite a lot of time and effort during these months on B to V. 

August 9: 
We applied for a race permit for a hare & hound on Thanksgiving weekend in 
memory of B-to-V. Wanting to make this more than an ordinary weekend 
race we decided to go to the 29 Palms area and put on a 110 mile race of 
variety and fun, in a virtually virgin area, that is marked on the BLM maps 
as open for competition use. 

BLM said that it would take two and one half months to do an Environ- 
mental Analysis Report (EAR) as this area hadn't been used for competition 
use since these rules were in affect. 

October, 1976: 
We were contacted by the BLM and asked if we could meet a ranger at the 
race site that weekend so he could scout the course with use. We complied. 

October 20: 
We were contacted again by the BLM and asked to go to the race location 
again on the weekend of the 23rd and 24th to ribbon the complete course (110 
miles) so they could go down during the following week and spend two or three 
days there looking things over. We complied, getting home about 2 a.m. on 
Monday morning. 

Early November, 1976: 
BLM asks us to meet with them at their office in Riverside on Friday Novem- 
ber 5 re; our race. 

Thinking it was to pick up our race permit we were off to meet them and 
ready to go for it. 

Guess what? Permit denied: 

REASON: It was brought to their attention (The BLM's) that the EAR that 
they spent 24% months on wasn’t the right one, and that it didn’t comply with 
the “Endangered Species Act,” was done at the wrong time of the year and 
etc., etc., etc. 

In other words we were led down the path of despair. 

We all know who brought these facts to the BLM’s attention, but it sure 
shows us our government in action. 

November 8, 1976: 
We have applied for another permit for a 110 mile H &H in Lucerne Valley 
(the only area open on that weekend). 

We will sincerely try to see that this race comes off and make it as much 
fun as we can with what's available. 

We would like to urge all D-37 riders and any others to patronize our race as 
the "76 B-to-V Memorial and help us band together for a fun four-day weekend 
together in the desert. 

This is still a D-37 point run. 9:00 a.m. start. See Calendar Section for 
further info or call 213-964-8929. 

We've spent tons of money and time on a race and would greatly appreciate 
your support. `

I have received your letter con- 
cerning the possible establish- 
ment of a close road circuit ih 
the dunes area of Los Angeles 
airport. 

As you know, the new Coastal Zone 
line includes this area and according 
to my information, was so placed as to 
protect this natural dune area habitat 
from any further encroachment. 
Although you state all activities would 
be conducted on pavement, I can 
forsee that the dunes would be 
susceptible to cycles running on them 
as well as considerable foot traffic if 
races, etc., are conducted. 

Until such time as the new Coastal 
Commission is activated and sets forth 
its guidelines and policies for this area, 
I regret to inform you that I see no way 
I can discuss the matter. 

I will be glad to set up a meeting 
with State staff to discuss your 
proposal after the foregoing has been 
acomplished.

Who’s he trying 
to kid? 


I couldn’t tell if Mr. Mel Car- 
penter was being naive, de- 
liberately deceptive, or just ob- 
fuscating in the absence of a 
policy from upstairs. As one who is 
charged with implementing Coastal 
Commission policy in this SoCal 








region, he should become a little more 
familiar with on-road motorcycles and 
road racing before making his own 
value judgements. If he knew anything 
at all, he'd realize there'd be no 
motorcycles in the soft sand off the 
pavement unless a bunch of them 
missed the first turn! 

Then, too — I must have too good a 
memory to be snowed ہا‎ 
preservationist jargon. It apparently 
has become fashionable at the Coastal 
Commission to refer to that defunct 
housing development as the “dunes 
area.” How come I stillremember it as 
a posh coastal housing area? Fifteen 
years ago when I was a kid with a ratty 
Austin Healey I used to cruise the 
boulevard down there, digging the 
manicured lawns, the pastel bric-a- 
brac, the flowered walls and planters; 
and most of all, the hordes of 
suntanned chicks crossing to the 
beach. Ah, those were the 
days . . . Natural area, huh? 

Shows what you can accomplish 
with a little political power and a lot of 
brass. Just convince everybody to 
forget the years of litigation over 
airport noise; and the final, ultimate 
solution of uprooting the offending 
neighborhood lock, stock and patio. 
Urban renewal with a vengeance; 
cause for once it didn't happen to the 
black and poor. Remember? So now 
it’s a natural area, huh? 

I maybe am prejudiced, for to me it 
still looks a lot more like a tight, 
demanding closed road circuit than 
either a natural area or a golf course. 
Carpenter says he’s waiting for a new 
State Coastal Commission to be 
appointed in January before they can 
even bother to talk to us. Just for the 
record, two members of the State 
Commission are appointed by the 
Governor, two by the Speaker of the 
Assembly, and two by the Chairman of 
the Senate Rules Committee. One 
member is elected by each of the 
Regional Commissions. 

It is my fervent hope that a few of So 
Cal's road racers — and a few road 
racers’ fathers — can use the time 
between now and then to lean on their 
connections to our elected 
representatives. Otherwise, the Sierra 
Club mentality will take this unique, 
never-to-be-duplicated opportunity of 
a road circuit in an urban area where 
noise is no constraint, and plow it 
under the sand.
